The gtim rumble of Japan's modern war machine echoes through 
the narrow passes of Jehol. What of the glamorous past of this 
ancient province? What is it like today? These questions are an 
swered in three articles—of which this is the first—telling the story 


of this fascinating, little-written-about land, 


JEHOL, time-tarnished sleeping béauty Of the ancient Man- 

Manchus, stirs today in her bed of crumbling splendor, 
roused by the echoes of far-away barrage, the crackle of 
machine-gun fire, the disturbing hum of an army-plane over 
head ahd the constant threat of Japanese occupancy. 

This is, indeed, a strange interruption of a slumber that was to end 
in slow death from erosion and rot 

Sprung from the staggering empty spaces of Tartary, magically con 
verted into one of the world’s capitols of magnificence and regal pomp 
Jehol had seemed to pass with her Manchu creators 

History had wrapped up their lavish ceremonials and sent them to the 
seclusion of their “forbidden city The hundreds of pious Lama priests 
colorfully picturesque in their red robes, had dwindled to a few dozen 
clinging to the fringes of paupery The temples in which these myriad 
priests had prayed before elegantly ornate idols became cadaverou 
skeletons of their one-time glory. New governments had come to China 
The “pleasure palace” of great Emperors is occupied by the governor of 
the Jehol province, General Tang Yu-Lin, who now directs the defense 
against Japanese onslaughts. There he makes his governmental head 
quarters, as have others in recent times 

So this province of Jehol, approximately 500 miles long and 300 miles 
wide at its extremes, has become a sort of modern Thermopolyae for thi 
Japanes in their Manchurian campaign, Jerhol is the “key” to China 
and control of it will consolidate Japanese gains in Manchuria and lay 
the groundwork for any other gains contemplated in the west

What happens at Jehol is watched by the world—but the world littie 
knows of the glamorous Jehol. Sven Hedin recently led an archaeo!l 
ical expedition into Jehol, at the behest of Vincent Bendix of Chicago, 


to copy the beauties of the fabulous Potola, greatest of the temples, so 


that a replica might be created at the Chicago Exposition of Progres 
And in his book “Jehol, City of Emperors,’ Sven Hedin tells of the de 
caying glory of this almost forgotten province and said that not more 
than 10 or 20 years could pass before the past glories of Jehol returned

TEN YEARS AFTER 

The membership of the U.F.A. on December 3ist 
was 4098. in 1921 the membership was 31,508. 

The combined membership of U.F.A. U.F.W.A. 
junior organization. and life members. was 14.496 
in 1831 and 7.836 in 1932. 

Hard times no doubt prevented some members 
maintaining their standing last year who would 
otherwise have done so. But that does not account 
for the loss of nearly seven-eighths of the members 
during the last eleven years. 

The fact is during the decade the membership 
has fallen steadily, and with fair uniformity. in 
good times and bad. It must be assumed the low 
point has now been about reached unless the or- 
ganization is te disappear entirely or lose its iden- 
tity in a merger with other bodies. 

The decline in membership during this period 
bas coincided with the waning prestige of Mr. 
Henry Wise Wood, the founder and “apostle” of 
the organization and for many years its official 
head That is something more than coincidence. 

Tt is significant, too, that the slump began with 
the establishment of a U.F.A. Government in Al- 
berta and the election of a representative group 
to the House of Commons. The rediant promises 
and extravagant expectations of the early years 
have been realized in neither case. 

Alberta has been governed neither particularly 
better nor particularly worse than under former 
administrafions The group delegation at Ottawa 
has eccomplished nothing save to divide the forces 
of progress and help to give victory to the re- 
actionary policy under which the country is now 
suffering. 

The process of disillusionment has evidently 
been going on among the rank and file.

’ A better story of the sea is that told by H. A. 
Villiers, part owner of the four-masted barque 
Parma which made the best time in the recent sail- 
ing ship race from Australia to England. She made 
the run from Port, Broughton to Falmouth in 103 
days. 

From Port Broughton to the Line—which is 
three-quarters of the journey—the old ship logged 
an average of 159 miles a day; from the Line to 
Falmouth, 103 miles daily. Not record time by 
any means. 

In one of the days of calm, on the borders of 
the Sargasso Sea, south of the Azores. the crew of 
the Parma sighted another ship fifteen miles away. 
It was their rival, the four-masted barque Pamir. 
At two in the afternoon, with Mr. and Mrs. Villiers 
on board, the starboard lifeboat set out with a 
volunteer crew to row the fifteen miles to the 
Pamir. They reached her just before dusk, with 
her main courses hauled up and her main yards 
backed. After an evening meal and much inter- 
chang. of news, the crew of the Parma took to their 
lifeboat again, sailing by the light of the moon 
back to their vessel which they reached at two in 
the morning. This was a long mid-ocean row for 
a young woman to take to go to tea. 


Winds were adverse from the Line to Falmouth 
says Mr. Villiers, who remarks the resignation with 
which the master and mates accepted calms and 
adverse winds.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


A patient came in who complained that every 
Sunday morning he had a headache. At other times 
his head never ached, but, just as sure as Sunday 
rolled around, the dull aching appeared. After 
some questioning I found thaf he was fond of eat- 
ing some heavy food such as chile con carne, ta- 
males or baked cheese sandwiches late on Satur- 
day night and remained in bed until eleven o'clock 
Sunday morning. After learning this I was able 
to tell him to try drinking a glass of orange juice 
or tomato juice at night rather than using a heavy 
meat and to avoid sleeping too long in the morn- 
ing. Instead he was advised to drink plenty of 
water and take some exercises in the morning. I 
also made some changes in his diet and the result 
is that he has never had a single headache since. 


I quote this case because it illustrates one of the 
ttuths about headaches which is that one who 
suffers from this type of ache is practicing wrong 
habits in living and by changing his habits to good 
ones he can avoid the headaches in the future. 

The common ordinary headache usually comes 
on without any symptoms. The main feature is the 
splitting headache, which may seem as though 
someone is striking the head with a hammer, other 
times it may seem just a dull, disagreeable ache. 

Many authorities admit that they are puzzled 
by Migraine or “Sick” headache but in my experi- 
ence I have found it is no harder to cure this type 
than any ordinary headache. The cause of most 
headaches is a toxic condition of the body, and, 
when this underlying toxemia is removed, I find 
that the patient gets well just as easily from Mi- 
graine headache as from any other. 

The thing to look for in headache is the poison- 
ing which is the fundamental cause. It may arise 
from ,the stomach, or the intestines, or it may be 
that bile is accumulating in the liver and poison- 
ing the body, producing the “bilious” headache. 
More than half of the time the cause will not be 
found in the head itself, but in some other part of 
the body. Occasionally the poison may come from 
inferior alcohol, too much coffee, or from inhaling 
the fumes from irritating chemicals or the head- 
ache may come from specific poisons in the body 
which are causing an infectious disease such as 
Scarlet Fever or Influenza. -Whenever the symp- 
toms of fever accompanied by headache are found 
a toxic condition is indicated. 

High blood pressure, low blood pressure, hard- 
ening of the arteries, eye strain, or infected teeth 
are other troubles which may be the cause of 
headache. The ache over the top of the head is 
often due to bladder trouble, while a drawing ache 
in the back of the head and neck is caused in 
women by uterine congestion and in men by pros- 
tate trouble. 

Those having the most headaches are frequently 
of the nervous type doing mental work. In prac- 
tically every case of the nervous headache it will 
be found that a chronic toxemia is present, and all 
that is necessary to encourage an acute ache is 
some enervating factor such as lack of sleep or 
strain due to worry, anxiety, emotional scenes, etc. 
Once the underlying toxemia is eliminated these 
patients can stand strains just the same as every- 
one else without having to go to bed with a sick 
headache. 

Headache is not a disease but a symptom and 
is frequently the only symptom noted, although 
nausea, dizziness. fever and vomiting may be pres- 
ent. If you will keep track of how many head- 
aches you hear about within two weeks you will 
be surprised at how common they are. 


“QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Alma Jensen R. inquires: 
“What causes ringworm and what cure do you 
recommend? There is no itching, but an ugly red 
round mark keeps spreading, and have just recently 
noticed more of them on my body.” 

ANSWER: Ringworm is caused by a small fungus 
parasite. Usually some local treatment with the 
actinic or ultra-violet light to burn the skin, fol- 
lowed by the application of some good antiseptic, 
should be sufficient to overcome ringworm. A short 
fruit fast is also helpful in stubborn cases, as it 
increases the resistance of the body to infection. If 
you are troubled in this way, write for my article 
on Ringworm and my Cleansing Diet Course, en- 
closing a large, self-addressed, stamped envelope 
and a three-cent stamp, and overcome the systemie 
acidosis which is mostly likely making you unusu- 
al y susceptible.

OTTAWA, Jan. 23.— Canada's 
international trade in 1932 showed 
distinctly the influence of the Im- 


perial Economic Conference held at | 


Ottewa last suinmer and the effect 
of the tariff legisiation of some 
foreign countries of late years, says 


the minister of trade and commerce 
in a statement just issued. 

“Canada’s trade nas been strongly 
empirewards during the past year,” 
stated the minister, “and particular- 
ly it showed that tendency from 
the opening of the Imperial Econ- 
omic Conference, although the 
agreements reached did not begin 
to go into effect until the middle of 
November . 

“However, there has been Im- 
perial preferences instituted by the 
United Kingdom itself in April and 
these carly exerted an

EMPIRE TRADING 

“In general it may be said that 
the tendency, apart from agree- 
ments, has been towards greater 
empire trading, a reaction forced 
upon us by the policies of some 
other countries 

“The value of the empire agree- 
menis, although apparent in the 
last six weeks of 1932. will not be 
seen to their full extent for some 
time to come.” he proceeds. “The 
new trade situation created and the 
alteration of trade channels involve 
adjustments and arrangements 
which require in some cases many 
mnonths to work out 

“However, the trend has been 
emphatic since July, 1932, when the 
Imperial Conference opened. Dur- 
ing the last six months the exports 
fo the United Kingdom totalled 
$116,487,568 as against $102.533,609 
an increase of $13,953,759 despite 
lowered prices. Sixty-five percent 
of Canada’s total export to the 
United Kingdom of $171.534.822 in 
1932 in the last six months 
of the year and 35 percent in the 
prior to the opening of
